Not only was he lavish in his serving of it, 
but he favored many fortunate ones with seed so that in the middle of the last 
century Bibb Lettuce was eaten and enjoyed by many a gourmet. 

This famous Lettuce has recently undergone a revival. We had many requests 
for It long before we were able to obtain seed. This year the quantity of seed 
available, while limited, should be sufficient to supply most needs. 

Bibb Lettuce should be sown early, preferably in the cold frame so that the 
plants be set out early in April, and an outdoor sowing can be made no later than 
April 15th to 20th. It should not be considered as a hot weather Lettuce, but it 
can again be sown on the first of August for a splendid fall crop. If late spring 
sowing causes the plants to bolt to seed, do not discard the plant inasmuch as it 
loses none of its flavor after it has gone to seed. The clean and tangy flavor of 
this remarkable salad has caused many to observe that it can be eaten and 
enjoyed without any condiment or dressing.

Like- 
wise we should like to add that MORNING STAR should be 
cut before fully opened, for it has the disappointing habit 
of turning pink when fully blown. 


We include these comments as a service to those who are 
unacquainted with these varieties, for they are of such 
quality and value that we would not like to have the enjoy- 
ment of growing these impaired by unforseen developments 
such as we described.

HOW TO GROW THEM. Hardy plants (perennials) bloom the sec- 
ond year from seed and are permanent thereafter. Some of them 
may bloom the first year if the seed is sown very early. Among the 
perennials we find some of the most beautiful flowers for cutting and 
many of the old-fashioned sorts dear to our childhood memories. 
A hardy border properly planned and planted is a source of joy from 
early spring to late autumn; during that period it will be resplendent 
with color and yield an abundance of bloom for indoor decoration. 
The plants need little attention other than to be kept free from weeds 
and given an occasional top-dressing of plant-food. 


WHEN TO SOW. Seed may be sown in a hotbed in February or 
March, or out-of-doors from the first days of May to mid-August. It 
is well to sow as early as possible, thus permitting the plants to be- 
come strong and well established before winter. 


WHERE TO SOW. For most perennials a cold frame is an ideal 
place for starting seeds, but if you do not have one, make a seed-bed 
of finely sifted light soil, adding and mixing thoroughly well-decayed 
manure, humus, or prepared plant-food. Sow the seeds in shallow 
drills, covering Yg inch or more, according to the size of the seed, but 
very fine seed should only be lightly pressed into the soil.

CARE OF SEEDS AFTER SOWING. Press down the bed with a flat. 
board, and water gently but thoroughly with a fine spray. Do not 
permit the soil to become dry while the seed is in process of germina- 
tion, for until the plant develops roots its life depends entirely on 
moisture. Nearly all failures in growing perennials may be attributed 
to drying in the seed-bed, which should be carefully watched and 
watered until the plants have made four to five leaves. 


CARE OF PLANTS AFTER GERMINATION. Most seeds will germi- 
nate in from eight to fourteen days, but others may need a month 
or so; therefore do not become impatient. If seedlings come up very 
thickly, pull out some and transplant to boxes or other seed-beds; 
later they may be set out in the permanent place. Transplanting 
should be done before October Ist, to permit the plants to become 
established before frost. Mulching the plants with leaves, salt hay, 
or peat moss dbout the middle of December is a distinct advantage. 
The leaves-and hay must be removed in spring, but the peat moss may 
remain. Full cultural directions will be found on each packet of 


Schling’s seeds.

Notes On Gladiolus Culture 


Gladiolus bulbs can be planted in the latitude of New York from April 15th until 
July 10th. If successive flowering is desired we recommend planting two weeks apart. 

Gladiolus do best in rich ground with a sunny location. They will not tolerate 
shade. Any type of rich soil is satisfactory, but it is well to use a general purpose 
fertilizer before planting, and apply at least one side dressing when the plants are 
12 to 15 inches high. 

For exhibition spikes it is necessary to provide water during the entire growing 
season, and for ordinary purposes during periods of drought, water should be applied 
at least once a week, and the ground soaked to a depth of about four to five inches. 

When cutting Gladiolus spikes do not remove all of the foliage. Allow the two 
autside leaves to remain to provide substance for next year’s crop of bulbs. 

The most important feature in successful Gladiolus culture today is control of 
Gladiolus Thrip, and for this we issue a 


WARNING 


It is our sincere advice to you not to attempt to grow Gladiolus unless you are 
prepared to spray regularly throughout the growing season. 

Any good commercial spray or dust containing at least 10% DDT can be used 
with best effect. The best time to spray is just before sundown and should be done 
every week to ten days from the time the leaves are 6 to 8 inches high, and spraying 
should be continued throughout the entire growing season. Home made formulae 
should be avoided. 

We have very little patience with complaints made by people who ignore continual 
warnings about the thrip menace. If a gardener or hired man is in charge of the 
growing, his spraying activities must be supervised. 

Every bag containing our Gladiolus bulbs will repeat this advice and warning, and 
will also disclaim all responsibility for the success of the crop. 


Gladiolus are one of the easiest and most satisfactory cut flowers 
to grow if the above simple rules are followed, otherwise, they will be 
doomed to failure.
